IS MARKETING IMPORTANT? 

For many farmers and ranchers, 
the marketing system of today is 
merely something that exists. Most 
of us understand little about the 
complex systems that market our 
grain and livestock. 

Then, is marketing Important? 
This question brings to mind the 
saying “Feeder cattle bought right 
are half sold”. Often this may be 
true. However, I think this saying 
helps to emphasize the importance 
of marketing and our need to un¬ 
derstand marketing systems. 

Presently the Bow Farm Busi¬ 
ness Association at Arrowwood is 
sponsoring a Marketing Course 
Doing put on by the Alberts De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. This 
course is open to all farmers re¬ 
gardless of whether they are mem¬ 
bers or if they have attended any 
study group meetings. 

The course will be held in the 
club room of the Arrowwood com¬ 
munity hall. Tne course is com¬ 
posed of a series of four meetings 
to be held January 21. 28, Feb¬ 
ruary 12 and 18. Meeting time is 
1:30 p.m. 

The course material will cover 
the entire field of marketing. Some 
major areas that will be covered 
are: (a) Marketing Channels— who 
are the people involved with our 
product and what job do they per¬ 
form?; (b) Supply and Demand— 
how these affect pricing of the 
commodity that originally left our 
farm; (c) Livestock Pricing— this 
should be meaningful to everyone; 
(d) Market Power— here the dis¬ 
cussions will deal with how pro¬ 
ducers acquire market power 
through -such things as contracts, 
etc. Contract buying and selling is 
just one of the topics to be dis¬ 
cussed here. 

Remember this course is being 
put on for farmers and ranchers 
by an organized group of farmers 
and ranchers who are interested 
in helping themselves.
